Support officers 
to go in shake-up 

HUNDREDS of PCSOs will go as West Mid¬ 
lands Police axes up to 2,500 officers and 
civilian staff. 

The neighbourhood policing shake-up, 
part of a bid to save £120m in the next four 
years, will signal the end of police involve¬ 
ment in community events such as fetes 
and football tournaments. 

West Midlands Chief Constable Chris 
Sims said: “We are not talking about ten or 
20 posts. It will be in the hundreds.” 

West Midlands Police Federation deputy 
chairman Tom Cuddeford said: “We are 
going to lose some excellent PCSOs.”

A KNIFEMAN has been sen¬ 
tenced to 14 years for an un¬ 
provoked attack on a chip 
shop manager in front of the 
victim’s teenage daughter. 

Leon McTaggart stabbed Narinder 
Sidhu around six times outside Sim¬ 
ply Fish and Chips in Hagley Road 
West, Oldbury. 

The 29-year-old had been served there before 
but on this occasion had behaved strangely, 
marching up and down the shop and banging 
his fists on the counter. 

McTaggart then stormed out of the shop 
without placing an order, smashing a pane of 
glass in the front door on his way out. Mr Sidhu 
was stabbed after he went to check on the dam¬ 
age and discover where the man had gone. 

The 51-year-old victim said: “He just 
launched himself at me. He ran, jumped into 
the air and landed on me, 
grabbing me round the neck 
area. 

“I felt frenzied punches in 
my stomach, back and upper 
left side. I was trying to get 
him off me. 

“I did not realise I had 
been stabbed.” 

Mr Sidhu said the attacker 
Leon McTaggart had behaved strangely from 
the moment he came into the 
shop. No order was placed and there was no 
conversation. 

“He was frog marching back and forth. I 
couldn’t work out what was wrong with him. 
He left the shop, then came back in, opened the 
door and kicked back into it.” 

Mr Sidhu was stabbed in the stomach, under 
and in the left arm as well as several times in 
the back during the attack at around 3.20pm on 
November 6 last year. 

His daughter, 16 at the time and now 17, fol¬ 
lowed him out of the shop as the stabbing took 
place and arrived at his side moments later. He 
was rushed to hospital for emergency surgery, 
spending two days in intensive care and a fort¬ 
night under treatment before being discharged. 

McTaggart was arrested on November 28 at 
the hostel bedsit at Hagley Road, Edgbaston 
where he was living while on bail after throw¬ 
ing a phone at a police officer. 

Both Mr Sidhu and his daughter picked the 
defendant out in a photographic identity pa¬ 
rade. 

A jury found McTaggart guilty of causing 
grievous bodily harm. He appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court via a video link from 
prison for sentencing on Tuesday. Mr Simon 
Warlock, defending, said: “He still says he did 
not do it so there can be no mitigation.” 

McTaggart had previous convictions for bur¬ 
glary, attempted burglary and assault. He was 
on bail for the last of these when the stabbing 
took place and was subsequently fined.

Shoplifter made threats 
to witness on Facebook 


A WOMAN arrested for shoplift¬ 
ing tracked down the security 
guard who caught her - and sent 
him a message threatening to 
ruin his life, a court heard. 

Lucy Till, aged 24, even told the 
guard he had caused her to have a 
miscarriage. 

She admitted to shoplifting at Decath¬ 
lon Super Store, Wednesbury, when ques¬ 
tioned by police on February 10. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that the fol¬ 
lowing day Till logged in to her Facebook 
account, found the personal page of the se¬ 
curity guard who was a witness in her case, 
and sent him a message saying: “You dirty 
f****** little grassing b****** ruining peo¬ 
ple’s lives. 

“I suffered a miscarriage this morn¬ 
ing due to stress. I don’t know why you 
couldn’t just give me a ban you’ve got your 
s*** back what’s the problem? 

“You cost me a life so I will ruin yours.” 

Till, of Millfield Avenue, Bloxwich, was 
interviewed by police on March 10 for the 
threats and for another shoplifting offence. 
She said she had stolen items as she was 
pregnant, but declined to answer questions 
about the intimidation. 

Disputed 

Till, a single mother to a five-year-old 
daughter, pleaded guilty to intimidating a 
witness. She had claimed the arrest caused 
a miscarriage but the date was disputed, 
the court heard. 

She has previous convictions for shoplift¬ 
ing and handling stolen goods. 

Mr Stephen Cadwalader, mitigating, 
said she was in a relationship that ulti¬ 
mately failed and added: “She couldn’t get 
childcare and gave up work as a nurse and 
ended up living a fairly solitary life at home 
as a single mother, and with very little sup¬ 
port she came to suffer from depression.” 

She was recently in a violent relationship 
with another man, and told Mr Cadwalader 
she miscarried when she was released from 
the police station. 

Till was sentenced to nine month’s 
prison, suspended for two years, with an 18 
month rehabilitation activity requirement, 
and 100 hours’ unpaid work. She must also 
report to court each month for six months 
for a review, and quarterly after that.

Waiter sentenced over flatmate murder

A WEST Bromwich waiter has 
been sent to a secure psychiatric 
hospital until he is well enough for 
a life prison sentence after stab¬ 
bing his flatmate to death. 

Italian national Alberto Casiroli, 
aged 21, killed Francesco Leccese, 
also 21, at a home they rented in 
Daley Close, Ladywood, Birming¬ 
ham, in November last year. 

Casiroli moved to England in 
August 2014, having travelled 
from Italy with two friends. He 
found work as a waiter at a cafe 
in West Bromwich and shared a 


house with Mr Leccese and an¬ 
other Italian national. 

On November 18, Casiroli at¬ 
tacked Mr Leccese, stabbing him 
numerous times, before then 
calling police to say he had killed 
someone. Officers went to the ad¬ 
dress at just after 9am where they 
found the body in a toilet. Casiroli 
was arrested a short time later 
walking in Rocky Lane, Aston. 

After being medically examined, 
he was sectioned under the Mental 
Health Act. Birmingham Crown 
Court heard Casiroli had been act¬ 


ing out of character on the days 
leading up to the murder, claim¬ 
ing he felt he was in danger and 
wanted to return to Italy. 

Casiroli admitted manslaugh¬ 
ter on the grounds of diminished 
responsibility and was sentenced 
to life imprisonment with a mini¬ 
mum term of six years. 

He has also been given a hospi¬ 
tal order under the Mental Health 
Act, meaning he will continue to 
be treated at hospital until he is 
considered well enough to serve 
his remaining sentence in prison.

Family on alert over 
daughter's choke fear 



AT first glance she appears 
like any other happy three- 
year-old - but Jessica Harp¬ 
er is dicing with death at 
every mealtime. 

The youngster, from Great 
Barr, suffers from a birth defect 
meaning her throat can close up 
and cause her to choke on her 
food at any time. 

She has had almost 30 operations 
to try to fix her rare condition, but 
her throat keeps closing in on itself, 
making it hard to eat anything with¬ 
out it getting stuck. 

In recent days Jessica almost 
choked on a Malteser, when her 
throat started to shrink, and she was 
rushed to hospital for emergency sur¬ 
gery. 

Her mother Zoe, 33, is forced to liq¬ 
uidise most of Jessica’s food, and has 
to watch her closely in case dinner¬ 
time ends in a hospital dash. 

“It was absolutely terrifying when 
she started choking on the Malteser,” 
said Mrs Harper. 

“To try and give her a treat, but it 
ending in rushing to the hospital was 
just horrible.” 

Kitchen 

She added: “Every time it hap¬ 
pens fear washes over me. I feel like 
I have to be on standby whenever she 
is around food or in the kitchen, be¬ 
cause if she swallows something that 
is just too big, it can end in disaster. 

“Despite the initial operation to 
repair her oesophagus, she still can’t 
be left alone while eating in case she 
starts choking again and there isn’t a 
moment during dinner where I don’t 
panic that she will have another ep¬ 
isode.” 

Mrs Harper, a full-time carer for 
Jessica, and her husband Dean, 25, 
have to mash up Jessica’s food every 
day and she has taken more than 
3,000 tablets for her condition. 

Born more than two months pre¬ 
mature, Jessica needed an operation 
the day after she was born to repair 
her oesophagus, which was damaged 


due to the condition Trachea Oesoph¬ 
ageal Fistula (TOF). This means the 
top of her food pipe formed a pouch, 
preventing food from digesting, and 
the bottom half was attached to her 
windpipe, causing the food to get 
stuck and result in choking. 

Despite 27 different operations to 
correct the condition, Jessica’s throat 
still has the potential to contract at 
any time, even though she has has 
had successful surgery to remove the 
pouch. 

The family were transferred with 
Jessica to seven different hospitals in 
the first nine weeks of Jessica’s life, 
leaving other daughter Holly, 11, at 


home with Zoe’s mother. Mrs Harper 
said: “When Jessica was born, she 
was just the smallest baby I had ever 
seen, but she was just so beautiful 
and perfect; it was so hard seeing her 
with all the wires attached to her. 

“Me and Dean thought we had lost 
her when she was first taken away 
from us.” 

Jessica’s initial operation to repair 
her oesophagus took place on April 6 
when she wasn’t even 24 hours old. 
For the following months, she had to 
have one nearly every week to expand 
her throat to help her breathe. 

She had gone 16 months without 
any surgery before she was rushed 


in for her 28th operation on July 21, 
where she had steroid injections for 
the first time to help retain the wid¬ 
ening of her throat. 

According to TOF support groups, 
most babies recover well after their 
initial operations and live with minor 
health problems or go on to lead nor¬ 
mal lives, but for Jessica, she has to 
be constantly supervised when eat¬ 
ing. 

Although Jessica will never be 
cured from the condition, as she gets 
older and more aware of what she 
eats, her episodes should become 
less frequent, but there is always the 
chance she can choke. 
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45 complaints 
about councillors 

FORTY five complaints have been 
made against Sandwell councillors 
over the last five years, figures reveal. 

The majority of complaints were 
made by the public, but fellow coun¬ 
cillors and council officers also made 
them. 

Last year, 11 complaints were 
lodged, with the most in a 12-month 
period coming during 2011/12 when 
14 complaints were made. 

The nature of the complaints was 
not revealed. Most were dismissed by 
council bosses, apart from three which 
were taken before a hearings panel. 

Man is charged 
over knife attack 

A MAN appeared in court accused of 
stabbing another man he found at the 
home of his ex-partner. 

Wayne Roberts is alleged to have 
attacked the man in Juniper Drive 
on the Yew Tree estate, near Wednes- 
bury, on Friday. The victim, aged 35, 
was left with stab wounds to his face 
and back. 

Roberts, 28, of Walsall, was charged 
at Wolverhampton Magistrates’ Court 
with wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm. He was re¬ 
manded to appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on October 19. 

Woman died after 
stair fall at gym 

AN elderly widow died after falling 
downstairs at her daughter’s gym. 

An inquest at Smethwick Council 
House heard Diana Lake, aged 75, of 
William Road, Smethwick, was a reg¬ 
ular at the Pro-Fitness gym in Nim- 
mings Road, Blackheath, which her 
daughter Louise Blundell owns. 

Assistant coroner David Urpeth 
said Mrs Lake died of an intracranial 
haemorrhage, caused by skull frac¬ 
tures from the July 11 fall. He reached 
a conclusion of accidental death.

FASCINATING to discover that the re¬ 
opened war tunnels at Dover were dug 
out of the cliffs in just 100 days in 1940. 
Nowadays you wouldn’t even get planning 
permission in 100 days. 

TONY Blair, that globe-trotting pillar of 
integrity and freelance peace-bringer, de¬ 
clares that Labour can win the next Gener¬ 
al Election, but not if it is led by left-winger 
Jeremy Corbyn. Blair misses the point. 
He was always utterly focused on getting 
elected, winning power and becoming a 
world figure. Not all Labour Party mem¬ 
bers share his ambition, for they know it 
is almost impossible to create a socialist 
society within a market economy. Some 
would genuinely prefer a pure Labour Par¬ 
ty in opposition rather than a tainted par¬ 
ty in power. Corbyn will never be a prime 
minister but he is a valuable rallying point 
for thousands of anti-nuke, anti-war, an¬ 
ti-market , anti-Establishment Brits who 
regard themselves as the nation’s Guard¬ 
ian-reading conscience and are happy to 
exclaim: “Dammit, we’ve lost another gen¬ 
eral election, thank God.” 

THERE was much agonising in the last 
series of University Challenge (BBC2) 
about the shortage of female team mem¬ 
bers. As Jeremy Paxman put it during the 
closing stages: “Why on earth are there no 
women left in this stage of the competi¬ 
tion?” It is a puzzle. Maybe the women do 
not push themselves forward during the 
team-selection process. Maybe they are 
concentrating on their studies. Maybe they 
avoid the company of geeks, poseurs and 
oddballs and have no desire to be Twit¬ 
ter-trolled. Any¬ 
way, this week’s 
contest saw 
just one female 
team member. 
She was in the 
winning Liver¬ 
pool University 
team and she 
spoke precise¬ 
ly one word in 
the entire 30 minutes - “knuck¬ 
les,” being the common name for a Latin 
medical term. 

FOR some fervent nationalists, part of 
the joy of getting an independent Scot¬ 
land is leaving the rest of the UK with a 
really crummy name.

“If there is a compromise you should 
be able to get together with whoever 
has got issues and sort it out quite 
amicably. It blotted the whole estate, 
now everyone is happy.” 

Sandwell Council agreed that the 
structures should be moved at a 
planning meeting last month.

Big Brother watching 
you - on 1,000 cameras

MORE than 1,000 council 
CCTV cameras are watch¬ 
ing and recording people in 
the Black Country. 

A total of 706 of those are in 
Sandwell, compared to 208 in Wol¬ 
verhampton, 124 in Walsall and just 
90 in Dudley. 

Bosses have defended the use of 
the cameras, insisting they are vital 
to catch criminals and crack down 
on offences like fly-tipping. But cam¬ 
paigners say there is little evidence 
that CCTV works in cutting crime. 

Alex Deane, director of cam¬ 
paign group Big Brother Watch, 
said: “Local councils are creating 
enormous networks of CCTV sur¬ 
veillance at great expense, but the 
evidence for the ability of CCTV to 
deter or solve crimes is sketchy at 
best. 

“The quality of footage is fre¬ 
quently too poor to be used in 
courts, the cameras are often turned 
off to save money and control rooms 
are rarely manned 24 hours a day. 

“We would all feel safer with more 
police on the beat, there would be 
fewer crimes and those crimes that 
do occur would be solved faster.” 

A total of 119 arrests were made 
using CCTV evidence in Sandwell 
in 2014/15 - nearly three times the 
amount in 2011/12. And last year, 
the control room detected 2,627 
incidents of crime and anti-social 
behaviour, with a further 1,773 in¬ 
cidents passed on to other parts of 
the council or partner agencies such 
as West Midlands Police. 

Some of Sandwell’s cameras are 
monitored in the council’s control 
room, while others are recording 
but are not continually checked. 
Sandwell Council argues its figures 
are higher because it runs CCTV on 
housing estates. 

Some 371 cameras are based at 
estates in the borough, with the rest 
on roads and at sites like cemeteries 
and the council house. 

Sandwell Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Darren Cooper, said: “Our 
close-circuit television system is de¬ 
signed to make Sandwell a safer and 
more welcoming place for residents 
and visitors alike.”

TWO teachers who worked at a school for a combined 
80 years retired on the same day. Mary Barker and Mar¬ 
garet Doherty had both been at Rowley Hall Primary 
School since the 1970s. 

Mrs Barker is the longer serving of the pair, having 
been at the school for 43 years. 

During their time at the Windsor Road, Rowley Regis 
school, they taught more than 3,000 pupils. 

Mrs Barker, 64, said: “It is very emotional to be leav¬ 
ing but the years have just gone by so quick. I’ve been 
extremely lucky to work at such a nice school. 

“I’ve had taught children of children I’ve taught in the 
past too. It’s been a real family atmosphere. 

“I have seen five different headteachers and lots of 


changes to the national curriculum but the children 
have always been lovely. 

“I think my name may be down for a few school trips, 
so it will be nice to return to see the children then.” 

Mrs Barker came to Rowley Hall straight from teacher 
training in 1972.

£350,000 restoration under way 



Smethwick Council House 


A £350,000 restoration project is un¬ 
der way to safeguard the future of 
Grade II listed Smethwick Council 
House. 

The historic site was once the main 
base for councillors in Smethwick and 
is now used by Sandwell Council as a 
local area office and for housing in¬ 
quires. It is also used to hold inquests 
by the office of the Black Country 
coroner. Former office blocks at the 
back of the property will be removed. 
Workers have already moved to other 
council sites. 

Historians have welcomed the pro¬ 


ject saying it will protect a vital part 
of the town’s heritage. 

A planning application has been 
submitted by Sandwell Council to 
demolish nine buildings at the site. 
Under the proposals, the buildings, 
based behind the council house off 
Smethwick high street, would be 
cleared. 

Historian Chris Sutton, who works 
with Smethwick Heritage Centre, 
said: “We welcome any plans for the 
council house to be done up as it is an 
important building.” 

The council house retains many pe¬ 


riod features inside its ornate council 
chamber including busts and paint¬ 
ings. Essential repairs have begun. 
They include structural repairs to 
stonework of the building, roofing re¬ 
pairs, fire precaution works and gen¬ 
eral internal maintenance. 

Councillors have estimated the cost 
of the first stage of the scheme to be 
around £350,000. 

A decision on the planning appli¬ 
cation, which also includes removing 
a fire escape link bridge behind the 
council house, will be taken in the 
coming weeks. 


Staff pay boost as Ikea 
in living wage pledge 


MORE than half the staff at Ikea’s 
Wednesbury store will see their 
wages rise in the new year. 

The boost comes after the Swedish 
home furnishing retailer committed to 
introduce the new Living Wage. 

Currently 400 workers are employed at the 
269,000 sq ft store, just off the M6 at Park 
Lane - and most are from the Black Country.

More than 50 per cent of its 9,000 staff will 
get the wage increase. Those currently earning 
£7.85 an hour or above will not see an increase 
in their wages.

Way out in 
front for 
sitting on 
backsides 

GIVEN the paucity of achievement in Brit¬ 
ish sport at the moment, I suppose I real¬ 
ly ought to congratulate Chris Froome on 
becoming the first Briton to win the Tour 
de France twice. 

But I really can’t get excited by a sport 
that revolves around strangely dressed 
men navigating the countryside via an 
outdated form of transport. 

And then there’s the Lycra and leg 
shaving. I know it’s all about comfort and 
aerodynamics, how in this precision sport 
the competitors will do anything to give 
them the edge, but it’s not right, is it? The 
sport has done its bit to stamp out per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs. It now needs 
to look at performance-enhancing weird¬ 
ness. 

Still, it has taught us a lot about British 
sport this summer. We are not that good 
at cricket. We are not too hot at tennis. 
And we’ve known for a long time we’re 
not much cop at football. But when it 
comes to sports which involve sitting on 
one’s backside, we are way out in front. 


A FEW years ago, while patiently 
waiting for my goods in a well-known 
catalogue store, I saw something quite 
shocking. 

A short distance away stood the arche¬ 
typal chav family. Mouthy adults, scream¬ 
ing children, dodgy sportswear, the full 
shebang. 

Anyway, baby was screaming so loudly 
that even father chav - or maybe gran¬ 
dad chav, he looked over 30 - decided 
enough was enough. Removing the new¬ 
born’s bottle from the back of the su¬ 
per-sized pushchair, he unscrewed the 
teat to fill it. With Vimto. 

By now this particular infant will doubt¬ 
less have morphed into one of those 
obese children we keep reading about, 
the reason the Government is now look¬ 
ing at the possibility of a ‘sugar tax’ to 
discourage unhealthy lifestyles. 

At the same time, talk of alcohol pric¬ 
ing is back on the agenda. The argument 
goes that, because these clean-living 
people generally enjoy better-than-aver- 
age health, they think it is okay to enjoy a 
little tipple every day. 

And why not? If people are in good 
health by virtue of eating sensibly, not 
smoking and getting sufficient exercise, 
where’s the harm in a glass of wine or 
beer with dinner? 

The sort of people who see no wrong 
in feeding fizzy pop to a new-born baby 
are unlikely to be unduly careful with their 
money. Sticking 20p on the price of fizzy 
drinks will change nothing. 

Similarly, the binge drinkers who spend 
Friday and Saturday nights spewing up in 
the gutter will carry on tipping ghastly la¬ 
ger and vile alcopops down their throats, 
irrespective of a government minimum 
pricing policy. 

All it will mean is that the sensible, 
moderate consumer will be hit in the 
pocket again. Just like they always are.

Oscar winner helped 
me spot my disease 


Watching a film about Stephen 
Hawking, Paul Whyley realised 
he had the same symptoms, 
ROB COX reports 

RELAXING in his cinema seat 
alongside his wife, Paul Whyley 
was enjoying Oscar nominated 
Stephen Hawking biopic The Theo¬ 
ry of Everything, when a slow reali¬ 
sation came upon him. 

For months the 62-year-old grandfa- 
ther-of-four, had been having difficulty 
controlling his fingers, had problems 
moving his arm and experienced a num¬ 
ber of trips and falls. 

Doctors had been unable to come up with a 
diagnosis, and he had passed it off as encroach¬ 
ing old age, but with mounting horror he real¬ 
ised that he was suffering the same symptoms 
as the character on screen. 

He says: “The first problem I had as with my 
shoulder. I got numb fingers and sometimes I 
would drop my keys and there, on screen I saw 
Eddie Redmayne with similar symptoms. He 
was unable to control his fingers. 

“In another scene they run through a list of 
all the symptoms associated with Motor Neu¬ 
rone Disease and I thought ‘bloody hell, I have 
got every single one of them’. 

“I had the dropped foot, although it was a 
bit dramatic in the film. He went keeling over 
with no control of anything but it doesn’t get 
you like that, it is little things like tripping at 
first. I know because I have experienced it. 

“There was the scene with the blackboard as 
well. He couldn’t lift his arm and I used to get 
pain when drilling at work.” 

Sitting in the dark at the Odeon cinema at 
Merry Hill shopping centre he pushed the re¬ 
alisation to the back of his mind - unable even 
to share his fears with his wife. 

But he sought advice and was told by a doc¬ 
tor that he needed a nerve conduction test to 
establish whether he had the disease. 

After an agonising six-week wait to see a 
neurologist, it was confirmed. There is no cure

for Motor Neurone Disease (MND) and in 
Paul’s case his condition has rapidly declined. 

“It has been completely life-changing,” ad¬ 
mits Paul. “I am wheelchair-bound. My arms 
have virtually stopped working. My legs have 
gone. 

“I am like a newborn baby. I can’t do any¬ 
thing for myself.” 

“It has also put us under a lot of stress, on 
my wife particularly, probably more than me. 

Paul watched the film with his wife Jayne 
just four months ago, in March this year, but 
with hindsight believes the disease - that pro¬ 
gressively damages parts of the nervous sys¬ 
tem leading to muscle weakness - was having 
an impact as early as 2012. 

He had noticed a sore shoulder while carry¬ 
ing out his work as a blind fitter, which only 
got worse over time. 

He says: “You just think it is old age. When 


you trip you think that is why, but it is be¬ 
cause your feet drag. The muscle in your foot 
starts to get weak. 

“I was working in Hereford and went to 
cough and I couldn’t. I thought ‘that is odd’. 
I could breathe OK but my diaphragm had 
started to go.” 

Paul, from Hagley, had originally become 
convinced his sore shoulder was linked to can¬ 
cerous mole in the same place. 

Jayne said he became ‘transfixed’ on the 
belief that everything was connected with the 
mole, which he then had removed. 

But problems flared up again in February. 
While out on a job Paul felt his legs suddenly 
give way and he returned home still confused 
about his ill-health. 

It was soon after when Paul, Jayne 
and friends went to watch The Theory of 
Everything. Pauls admits it was not his first 


choice but Jayne was fond of lead actor Eddie 
Redmayne, who won an Oscar for his portrayal 
of the young Stephen Hawking. 

Since his diagnosis Paul’s illness has taken 
a different trajectory to Hawking’s, with his 
condition rapidly declining. 

The father-of-two had been a keen pilot, tak¬ 
ing to the skies up to twice a week from Half¬ 
penny Green Airport, near Wolverhampton. 

But the debilitating disease has now made 
even getting out of the house difficult. 

Jayne says: “I am a constant carer. Paul has 
to be taken to the toilet, showered and washed. 
I can’t just think ‘oh, I’ll pop to the shops’. 

“When I am at the shops I am constantly on 
the clock thinking ‘I need to get back, I need to 
get back’. It has changed everything.” 

Ventilator 

Paul has a ventilator to assist his breathing 
through the night and takes tablets to slow the 
progression of the disease. 

And his family and friends, including 
daughters Heather, 36 and Lauren, 34, and 
grandchildren, Isabella, eight, Rufus, three, 
Valentina, four, and William, six, are support¬ 
ing him. They have set up a crowdfunding 
page to raise money for a stairlift to be in¬ 
stalled at his home. 

A summer fete was also held at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Greenfield Primary School to raise 
money to help the family. 

Since Paul’s incredible story of self-diagno¬ 
sis came to light, his family have joked at the 
similarities in appearance between himself, 
Eddie Redmayne and Stephen Hawking. 

But can the world-famous physicist act as 
an inspiration to others with MND? Maybe for 
some, but Paul recognises that he is an excep¬ 
tional case. 

“Unfortunately not for me,” says Paul. “I 
might be saying the wrong thing but he is 
unique. 

“He has had the disease 50 years, defying 
all the odds, and is still alive now, with the 
disease still progressing. 

“But he is an inspirational scientist and his 
fame helps raise awareness of Motor Neurone 
Disease.”

Slavery claims historically blinkered 


IT was with mounting irritation that I 
read about the claims Patrick Vernon 
OBE over the Black Country flag. 

As an old leftie and trade union ac¬ 
tivist, I have found plenty to say about 
the evils of colonialism. But I think I 
can be excused a little scepticism in the 
face of similar criticism from someone 
who has accepted a bauble whose title 
includes the words ‘British Empire’. 

Mr Vernon’s piece is historically 
blinkered. Slavery has existed for 
thousands of years. But it was only 
within the last couple of centuries that 
it came to be regarded as repugnant in 


advanced countries. This was largely a 
reaction to the form of slavery to which 
Mr Vernon refers: the use of slaves 
from sub-Saharan Africa as agricul¬ 
tural labourers in European colonies 
in the Americas. 

Slaves in an ancient Roman house¬ 
hold or serfs in medieval Europe would 
not usually be ethnically distinct from 
their masters. 

Mr Vernon absurdly describes the 
chain on the Black Country flag as ‘of¬ 
fensive to white working class women’ 
exploited in the chainmaking industry. 
As soon as I saw the chain on the flag, 


I thought of the chainmakers’ strike of 
1910, a great moment in the history of 
the working class. 

These courageous women - hon¬ 
oured, not insulted, by the flag - were 
leaders in the process of building a rea¬ 
sonably prosperous working class, or¬ 
ganised in trade unions, which enabled 
towns like Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton to flourish, with vibrant 
shopping centres. Even little Darlaston 
had a lively shopping centre when my 
father worked there at Rubery Owen. I 
hope we will see that prosperity return.

Family speak after killer is jailed 


Murderer Stuart Millership

A DEPRAVED killer has been jailed 
for at least 25 years for murdering 
a friend and leaving his body in a 
cellar. 

Stuart Millership ‘completely lost it’ 
when Baljit ‘Bill’ Singh refused to give him 
his £15,000 Range Rover in settlement of 
an alleged debt. The 33-year-old was high 
on cocaine when he savagely battered the 
50-year-old over the head up to 20 times with 
a blunt instrument - possibly a short iron bar 
like a wheel brace - in a house in Beeches 
Road, Rowley Regis, where the defendant was 
living. 

Mr Singh, whose hands were broken as he 


frantically tried to fend off the blows, was 
then stabbed in the neck and either fell or was 
pushed down the stairs into the cellar where 
Millership hid the body. 

It was discovered by police on New Year’s 
Day, nine days after the murder and less than 
24 hours after Millership had been arrested 
on suspicion of stealing Mr Singh’s Range 
Rover from his home in Harborne. 

Detective Inspector Warren Hines said: “He 
is a cold, calculating, greedy criminal and re¬ 
ally dangerous man. 

“His only thoughts were for himself and 
what he wanted. This is vividly illustrated 
by the way he dealt with Baljit after murder¬ 
ing him. He threw him away like a piece of 


rubbish. He really is depraved.” Sentencing 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on Monday, 
Judge John Warner said Millership ‘com¬ 
pletely lost it’ when the victim refused to set¬ 
tle the alleged debt. 

Frenzied 

He said: “Only you know what happened 
and what conversation passed beforehand. I 
am sure the Range Rover and money figured 
large. You got both by killing him. 

“You completely lost it and carried out a 
sustained, frenzied, murderous attack as the 
victim tried in vain to protect himself.” 

The version given by the defendant, who 
had pleaded guilty to the murder on the basis 


that he played a minor role in the attack with 
two Albanians delivering the fatal blows, was 
dismissed by the court. 

Judge Warner concluded: “You had a clear 
motive for an argument and far worse.” 

Mr Singh’s devastated family spoke of the 
terrible burden his nine-year-old son will have 
to carry for the rest of his life. 

Amrit Singh, one of the four brothers of 
the victim who also has a sister, told how joy 
swiftly changed to anguish and worry when 
Baljit did not return for his beloved son Ro¬ 
man’s ninth birthday party after going out to 
collect a birthday cake. 

He added: “The cake never arrived back at 
the home address and neither did Baljit. Little 


did we know that he had already left us. Day 
by day out hearts were aching in disbelief he 
had not returned home. 

“Our efforts over the days between Christ¬ 
mas and New Year intensified as we shared in 
the search for Baljit. A glimmer of hope came 
when his car was found. It was something for 
us all to hang on to. 

“On New Year’s Day we were given the dev¬ 
astating news that he had been the victim of 
an act of evil and had been murdered.” 

Speaking on behalf of the family, Mr Singh 
said: “As an only child Roman spent all his 
time with his father, his dad was his best 
friend. How can he ever make sense of losing 
his dad?”

CONSULTATION has been 
launched over £1 million 
plans to overhaul an accident 
blackspot in Smethwick. 

Cape Hill has one of the highest 
numbers of recorded road accidents in 
the borough.

The cats and dogs were living 
among a pile of rubbish at Stacey 
Rawling’s home in Montgonery 
Walk. 

One cat was found starved to 
death, while two Staffordshire bull 
terriers and eight other cats were 
rescued and rehomed. 

Cats were found ‘scared’ in the 
bathroom with no natural light and 
a litter tray that was ‘overflowing 
with faeces’, Birmingham magis¬ 


trates heard. They were surrounded 
by black bags of rubbish on the floor 
and piles of waste in the bath. 

Rawling, aged 31, said she had 
not cleaned the flat for two months. 
She pleaded guilty to ensuring the 
needs of animals were not met 
under the Animal Welfare Act and 
received a six-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months. She must 
pay £680 in court costs. 

RSPCA officer Vicki Taylor, who 
investigated the case, said: “There 
is no excuse for animals having to 
live in dirty conditions. The surviv¬ 
ing animals were clearly distressed 
in this unhygienic environment.” 


A THUG who attacked a man 
and left him severely disabled for 
life has been jailed for just four 
years. 

Stephen Jolley, aged 42, followed John 
Mercer outside the Special Spices pub in 
Great Barr and struck him with a vicious 
uppercut, causing his victim to fall back 
and smash his head on the road. 

Mr Mercer, 25 at the time, underwent 
surgery for a fractured skull after the 
nine-second attack on September 23, 2013. 
Mr Adam Pearson, prosecuting, told Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court: “The injuries he 
suffered were catastrophic. There has been 
no improvement in his condition since the 
incident. 

“He has little or no awareness of his sur¬ 
roundings and is unable to respond to audi¬ 
tory or visual stimuli. 

“He has no means of communication and 
his circumstances are unlikely to change. 
He will be disabled for the rest of his life, 
requiring constant care. 

Trouble 


“The incident has had a devastating ef¬ 
fect on his family.” 

The court heard that Jolley and his victim 
had become involved in a argument inside 
the pub on the corner of Bowstoke Road 
and Newton Road in the early evening. 

At around 9pm Mr Mercer was led out 
of the pub by a member of the public in an 
effort to prevent any trouble, but he was 
followed onto the car park by Jolley. 

Miss Heidi Kubik, defending, said father- 
of-one Jolley had no intention of causing 
such a high level of damage to his victim. 

She added that Jolley had recently been 
admitted to hospital for issues relating to 
liver disease brought on by alcoholism. 

Jolley, of Claverdon Drive, Great Barr, 
was found guilty of grievous bodily harm 
after a trial. 

Jailing him for four years, Judge Nawaz 
said: “As a result of a few seconds of seri¬ 
ous, foolish behaviour lives have been ru¬ 
ined.”

Son hints at Chaplin's 
Black Country birth link 


CHARLIE Chaplin’s son hint¬ 
ed last weekend that his fam¬ 
ous father could have hailed 
from the Black Country. 

Rumours of the silent movie 
star’s links to the region have 
circulated for years. In 2011 it 
emerged that a secret letter found 
hidden in a drawer belonging to 
Chaplin claimed he was born in 
what is now Black Patch Park in 
Smethwick. 

Oldest surviving son Michael Chap¬ 
lin visited the park on Sunday to 
unveil a memorial honouring the Rom¬ 
any gypsies that once lived there - and 
whose community Chaplin is reported 
to have been born into. 

The star’s birth has always re¬ 
mained something of a mystery, with 
no birth certificate having been found. 
Chaplin grew up in London, where he 
was thought to have been born. 

Roots 

Chaplin claimed in his autobiogra¬ 
phy that he was born in London in 
1889. But the letter, written by a man 
called Jack Hill, from Tamworth, said 
he was also born on the Black Patch, 
two years after Chaplin, and that he 
was the only man alive who knew of 
his true roots. 

Chaplin’s daughter Victoria found 
the letter after her father’s bureau 
was passed onto her following the 
death of Chaplin’s widow Oona. 

Asked about the prospect of Chap¬ 
lin being born in Smethwick, Michael 
said: “I think it’s very likely, yes. The 
fact that letter was kept in the drawer 
means it must have meant something 
to him. It was locked in the drawer, he 
never told anybody about it.” 

Michael, who is 69 and lives in the 
south of France, officially unveiled 
the granite monument at the park’s 
Hockley Brook bridge. The ceremony 
took place 110 years to the day that

the Romany gypsies were evicted from 
the Black Patch and honours their role 
in ensuring the land was preserved as 
public open space. Michael said he was 
honoured to be invited by the Birming¬ 
ham Romany Memorial Review group. 

He said: “I think he often said he 
was a gyspy, we know his grandmother 
was. Sometimes he would boast about 
it, other times he didn’t want to talk

about it.” Simon Baddeley, a founding 
member of the Friends of Black Patch 
Park group, believes the park could be¬ 
come a tourist attraction. 

Ted Rudge, chairman of the Bir¬ 
mingham Romany Memorial Review 
group, who wrote about the Black 
Patch gypsies in his book Brumroamin 
and secured the memorial for the park, 
said it would lift the park if it was true.

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Croupier in 
theft to buy 
gifts for 
Christmas 


A CROUPIER who was addicted to gambling 
stole more than £16,540 from the casino 
where he worked. 

Shaun Pace turned to crime after a losing streak 
left him without money to buy his children Christ¬ 
mas presents, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Marcus Kraehling-Smith, prosecuting, said Pace 
agreed to let a punter win regardless of the spin of the rou¬ 


lette wheel at the Rubicon 
Casino in Temple Street, 
Wolverhampton. 

The scam was spotted 
during ‘player tracking’ in 
which CCTV cameras are 
monitored to check that 
customers and employees 
are behaving legitimately. 

Pace, aged 27, was spe¬ 
cifically targeted because 
it had been noticed he had 
overpaid by £750 the previ¬ 
ous night, said Mr Kraeh- 
ling-Smith. 

Alerted 

He said: “A serious dis¬ 
crepancy was quickly no¬ 
ticed. Money was being paid 
on bets that had clearly not 
won and overpayment was 
being made on those that 
had won.” 

Police were alerted and 
Pace was arrested on at 
his workplace the following 
day, January 5. He admit¬ 
ted striking a deal with a 
customer in which they had 
agreed to split the profit. 

An investigation identi¬ 
fied a total of 119 suspect 
transactions between the 
pair from December 13 
and January 1 involving 
£16,540. 

Pace, Bassett Road, Friars 
Park, Wednesbury, pleaded 
guilty to theft by an em-

ployee and was given a six- 
month sentence suspended 
for 18 months with 80 hours 
unpaid work. He claimed 
no more than £12,000 had 
been taken and maintained 
he had personally received 
just £1,300 of this. 

Mr Mohammad Hafeez, 
defending, said: “He was 
desperate for money at the 
time of the theft. He has 
a gambling habit and by 
December 13 had gambled 
away his wages. He needed 
cash to buy some Christmas 
gifts for his children.” 

Pace was sacked but 
has now found another job 
on the night shift of a soft 
drink company, where he 
does not handle cash. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz 
said he found it difficult to 
accept that Pace only got 
£1,300 out of the scam. He 
added: “This was wholesale 
dishonesty by an employee 
trusted with the money of 
other people. 

“But you have found an¬ 
other job and taken steps 
to rid yourself of your gam¬ 
bling addiction. 

“You should be encour¬ 
aged to continue on this in¬ 
dustrious course.” 


Alleyway could be 
shut to stop drugs 

DRUG dealers are being targeted in Tividale with the 
council looking to shut a problem alleyway where they con¬ 
gregate. 

People have been seen smoking, dealing drugs and caus¬ 
ing nuisance in Speakers Close and View Point. 

Neighbourhood police have been working with Sandwell 
Council and residents to tackle the issue. It comes after 21 
neighbours signed a petition urging the authority to close 
the alley from Speakers Close leading to open land.

Histoiy of once-vibrant 
shopping town in store 


A NEW book has been pub¬ 
lished to celebrate the im¬ 
pact of the dozens of shops 
that had people flocking to 
Darlaston. 

The 92-page book titled ‘Shops and 
Clubs of Darlaston Throughout the 
Years’ is the result of a project un¬ 
dertaken by the Darlaston All Active 
charity and was funded by the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund grant to the tune of 
£54,000. 

It features dozens of old photo¬ 
graphs of the old businesses and clubs, 
going back as far back as the late 19th 
century. It also includes several stories 
from contributors who recall the days 
when Darlaston was a buzzing shop¬ 
ping hub. 

The team behind the book said there 
were about 70 shops in the town in its 
heyday, but now there are just a dozen. 

They say things have never been the 
same since Asda’s redeveloped super¬ 
market came to the town - built on 
land where some its former and most 
loved family-run shops stood. 

The book tells how William Wenn’s 
grocery store in Pinfold Street in the

19th century was the first building in 
Darlaston to be lit by electricity. And 
it explores the history of other fami¬ 
ly-run businesses, including the likes 
of Boynton’s the Butchers, J.T Un¬ 
derwood’s Shoe Shop, Burton’s the 
tailors, Howard Brothers which sold 
radios, televisions and records, Mid¬ 
dleton’s toy shop and George Mason’s 
Butchers. 

It also gives an insight into the his¬ 
tory of family run store Bedworth’s in 
King Street - owned by town resident 
Leonard Bedworth - which sold grocer¬ 
ies and on its first floor ran Darlast- 
on’s first ever cafe in the 1950s. 

King Street, described as the main 
shopping street of the town in years 
gone by, included an array of butch¬ 
ers shops, a cooked meat shop, two 
greengrocers, cake shops, two wet fish 
shops and a furniture store - some 
are still trading today. Clothing shop 
Clemmy’s of King Street opened in 
1967 and expanded into a school uni¬ 


form business. The shop is still part of 
the town centre today under the name 
Clemmys. 

There is also a dedicated chapter 
about L & S Middleton’s fish shop in 
Church Street in the 1960s, which ex¬ 
panded to a cash and carry business 
which is still going strong today in 
Willenhall. 

Darlaston All Active member Paul¬ 
ine Poole writes about her memories 
of shopping in the town centre and the 
excitement it used to create. 

The book also details all the shops 
in Darlaston Green, Walsall Road and 
on Blockall Road, including several 
sweet shops. A detailed history of the 
town’s fish and chip shops is included. 

It was compiled by Darlaston All Ac¬ 
tive member and town historian Tony 
Highfield, 73, who has written several 
books detailing Darlaston’s proud his¬ 
tory for the past 20 years. 

More than 200 people were at an 
event to see the book being launched 
by Walsall Mayor Councillor Angela 
Underhill on July 17. The book is 
available to buy at the Darlaston All 
Active centre. For more information

A TEAM that helps commu¬ 
nity and voluntary groups or¬ 
ganise events in Sandwell is 
being scaled back. 

Sandwell Council’s Communities 
Team will be reduced from 19 workers 
to eight as part of council plans to save 
almost £500,000. 

The group supports community and 
voluntary groups in the borough to or¬ 
ganise activities and events. The team 
also acts as a link between would-be 


volunteers and organisations. Thir¬ 
teen posts are being axed and two new 
positions are being created, but the 
new structure will not result in any 
compulsory redundancies. 

Eight of the 13 are leaving the coun¬ 
cil through voluntary redundancy, 
early retirement or new employment. 

Of the £499,200 savings, the council 
will spend £76,800 creating two com¬ 
munity ownership project officer posts 
while it has pledged to spend £160,000 
supporting the work of community 


and voluntary groups. Council leader 
Darren Cooper said: “Unfortunately, 
the scale of central Government 
cuts means we have no option but to 
change the way we provide services. 

“From the savings we’re proposing 
to make through this restructure, we 
will invest £160,000 in voluntary and 
community groups.” 

A final decision on the future of the 
team, which visits borough schools to 
teach youngsters how to cross the road 
safely, will be made next month.

Sweet treat or just tasting too artificial

When it conies to burgers l left 
my heart back in San Francisco 


HOLIDAYING in San Francisco 
and sinking my teeth into their 
incredible cheeseburgers at an 
In-N-Out Burger is a moment I’ll 
always savour. 

And it was that memory I wished to rec¬ 
reate when I ordered the cheeseburger at 
Coast To Coast, an all-American diner bang 
in Birmingham’s Broad Street. 

It was our first visit to the restaurant 
and, on a drab Sunday afternoon, it was 
nice to be warmly welcomed by a friendly 
American waitress. For a moment at least, 
it felt like we were back in sunny California. 
We were directed to a booth, given menus 
and our drinks orders taken. 

Coast To Coast has a huge dining area 
and they’ve pulled off the American sports 
bar feel with aplomb. There’s a Cheers- 
style bar area, strategically placed screens

showing Eurosport, and Aerosmith’s Dude 
(Looks Like a Lady) blaring from the speak¬ 
ers. After a bit of a wait our drinks arrived 
and the waitress took our order. The menu 
features all-American classics from burgers 
and ribs to milkshakes. 

I fancied the calamari to start but the 
other half insisted we go native and order 
the barbecue sharing board. At £16.95 it’s 
not cheap so we expected a top-notch plat¬ 
ter and what we got wasn’t half bad. 

The Boston prawns were enormous lob¬ 
ster-esque sized shellfish in a light batter. 
They were delish, particularly dipped in the 
Cajun spiced mayo, and I happily polished 
off the lot leaving the other half to make 
light work of the barbecue chicken wings. 

“Plenty of meat on these,” he said, appre¬ 
ciatively. The blue cheese chicken tenders 


were also juicy and packed with flavour but 
the sticky ribs weren’t hot enough. 

Fingers were licked, empties were cleared 
and we waited just long enough for our 
main courses. My heart sank at the sight 
of my cheeseburger. I was expecting a meal 
straight out of Diners, Drive-in and Dives, 
or Man v Food; I wanted something epic. 

Overpriced 

Plated simply, it came with no garnish 
other than a silver bucket of sweet potato 
fries and a pot of spicy ketchup dip. The 
burger itself looked a bit sad; the patty 
didn’t fill the width of the bun making it 
look smaller and more shrivelled than it 
was. However, it tasted pretty good - not 
£11.95 worth and certainly not in the same 
league as In-N-Out Burger. 

Sadly, the white-coloured cheese didn’t 
really add much. The accompanying sweet 


potato fries were spot on. Mister Emily fan¬ 
cied a couple of different burgers so opted 
for the trio of sliders with regular fries. He 
said all the burgers were ‘OK’ without going 
overboard, also mentioning that - because 
of their size - the buns were a touch dry and 
over-toasted. At £13.95 we felt again it was 
a bit overpriced. 

We ordered a dessert to share - the choc¬ 
olate brownie with Chantilly cream and 
honeycomb ice cream. The dish fell short of 
the mark. Rather than the crumbly, gooey, 
indulgent brownie we’d expected, it was 
more of a microwaved sponge drenched in 
artificial ‘chocolate-flavour’ sauce. 

We left half and settled the bill, which 
came to £57 including three soft drinks. 

We felt let down by the food; the prices 
were too high for average-quality fare. 
Sadly, for me at least, when it comes to 
burgers, I’ve left my heart in San Francisco.

artificial intelligence 


G adgets. We love them, don’t we? 
From the humble can opener to 
something as hi-tech as a top- 
of-the-range mobile phone or tablet 
device, all our lives have been touched 
in some way by innovations. 

Gadgets exist to make things easier, 
to allow us more leisure time than ever 
before and take away the stress or 
discomfort of annoying jobs. 

A synthetic being resembling a 
human who can do all the tasks we 
can, but never complains or gets tired, 
is surely the ultimate tool. In Humans, 
we have seen them at work, but also 
learnt that not all of them are what they 
seem. 


“I was attracted to playing Anita 
because I like a challenge,” says the 
actress.

Trapped inside her body is Mia, who 
has the human capability to feel 
emotions. 


The final episode of the series sees 
Laura and the rest of the Hawkins 
family realise how much Mia means to 
them before putting their own lives on 
the line to save her and the rest of the 
‘human’ synths from Hobbs. 

Will they succeed, or is another twist 
in the tale - and, perhaps, a second 
series, on the horizon? Only time will 
tell.

If you’re a colour conscious mo¬ 
torist the Citroen DS3 is probably 
right up your street with a myri¬ 
ad of stand-out combinations to 
pick from. 

Personalisation is the name of the 
game and the French company has 
stepped up to the plate in a bid to win 
sales from Mini, Ford and Vauxhall. 

This is probably the boldest bid yet by 
any company with 10 body colours, four 
potential roof colours and even the dash 
comes with a choice of five different colours. 

You will have seen the DS3 on the road 
- there’s simply no missing it - and that’s 
just what Citroen had in mind when they 
launched this latest addition to the DS 
range. The 17” black alloy wheels are a re¬ 
ally great feature. But don’t be fooled into 
thinking that DS3 is just a styling exercise 
because that would be far from the truth. 



In fact it’s a really good car to drive and 
comes with a wide choice of very econom¬ 
ical engines. The 1.6 DS3 DStyle Blue HDi 
100 on test was an impressive performer with 
a top speed of 117mph and 0-62mph in 10.6 
seconds but more importantly it produced 
around 80mpg over a week’s motoring. I be¬ 
gan to think the fuel gauge was stuck. 

The turbocharged diesel matches looks 
with performance through a five-speed syn- 
cromesh manual gearbox and will impress 
those protecting our planet by only produc¬ 
ing 87g/km of emissions thanks to a stop 
and start system that uses alternator man¬ 
agement and energy recapture. 

Handling 

I’m not sure what all that technical engine 
management-speak means, but it works and 
means you pay no road tax. 

Sports suspension on the test model 
meant good handling but did have some 
passengers complaining about a hard ride. 
There was plenty of grip with precise steer¬ 
ing and an all-round safe feeling. 

The cabin is a great place to be and I 
simply love the use of colours, clever instru¬ 
mentation appearance and metallic steering 
wheel controls - it’s fun just to sit there and 
think “wow”. 

There’s a neat seven inch touch screen 
control system, cruise control, tyre pressure 
monitor, exterior temperature display, a mul¬ 
ti-function trip computer and simply stunning 
black panel night-time instrument lighting. 

There’s plenty of room up front but sadly 
rear passengers were not too happy with the 
leg room on offer, though entry to the three

door model is easy enough thanks to huge 

doors. There’s probably just enough boot 
space for most, though not if you’re a golf¬ 
er. 

There’s more than enough safety pack¬ 
ages on board with ABS and Electronic 
Stability Control and all-round curtain air¬ 
bags as well as automatically activated 
hazard warning lights should you get into 
a bit of trouble. 

The DS3 is competitively priced too. The 


test car is available at £16,595 but front 

arm rests, roof colouring and parking sen¬ 
sors pushed that up to £17,195. 

I would have expected the package to in¬ 
clude a SatNav system alongside the DAB 
radio and Bluetooth system and although 
there’s more than enough storage areas 
cup holders are nowhere to be found. 

If you want to be seen out there get 
down to your local Citroen dealer now. The 
DS3 stands out in any crowd.

Pioneering 
RAV4 still 
big winner

Many car manufacturers claim to be ‘pio¬ 
neers’ but a fair few of those claims are a lit¬ 
tle nefarious. 

However it is without doubt that Toyota was a pi¬ 
oneer and can rightfully claim to have created the 
modern compact SUV market with the launch of the 
original RAV4 in 1994 - the first generation of its rec¬ 
reational active vehicle with 4-wheel drive. 

In that first year it sold 53,000 worldwide; the following 
year saw double that number reach the road, and by 1995 
the total had tripled. 

Global sales have grown with each of the four generations 
of RAV, with more than five million now having been sold - 
1.3 million in Europe and more than 167,000 in the UK. As a 
testament to Toyota’s reputation for building hard-wearing, 
reliable vehicles, more than 90 per cent of the RAV4 ever 
sold are still on the road today. 

The first model was a compact three-door which, as the 
first “urban 4x4” was quite different to the traditional AWD 
models that preceded it. It featured a relatively small, trans- 
verse-mounted 2.0-litre engine, a monocoque bodyshell 
and independent suspension front and rear. The compact 
SUV was born. 

Three generations of RAV4 have been sold in more than 
150 countries worldwide, amassing sales above 4.5 million. 
European markets have accounted for more than 1.2 million 
units, while in the UK cumulative sales up to the end of 2013 
exceeded 167,000. 

Now we are currently on the fourth generation RAV4 
where the fundamental design features that have under¬ 
pinned its lasting success remain relevant.

Fulfills 

Now my family is grown up so I don’t actually need all of 
that but a week-long test drive clearly demonstrated exactly 
how RAV4 fulfills the needs of the customer. At the same 
time it also dots a lot of the Ts in what I need for living in the 
countryside where roads can be pretty dodgy with ice and 
snow and regular trips to the Scottish Highlands where the 
4-wheel drive is more than just an attractive addition in win¬ 
ter! Plus I need space to pile in walking gear and all that’s 
necessary to transport my cossetted pooch in the manner 
to which he aspires. 

Today’s car gives customers a wider choice than before, 
with the UK range extending to nine models, offering both 
two and all-wheel drive, four diesel and petrol engines and 
three transmissions. Its all-wheel drive capability is more so¬ 
phisticated than ever before, with Toyota’s Integrated Active 
Drive System developed to offer a more engaging “sport” 
mode, with Dynamic Torque Control monitoring and auto¬ 
matically adjusting the amount of drive torque distributed 
between the front and rear axles. 

RAV4 reflects a stronger emphasis on family use, with¬ 
out sacrificing the model’s core values of manoeuvrability, 
versatility, an elevated view of the road and accomplished 
performance on and off-road. Inside there are high quality 
finishes and materials and plenty of space for up to five peo¬ 
ple and a reasonable amount of luggage. 

Unlike some of the opposition standard equipment is sub¬ 
stantial and you don’t have to spend a huge amount on ex¬ 
tras above list price to get a very well-equipped vehicle that 
will get you to work in comfort, tackle runs with the children, 
holidays and even tow a boat or caravan. 

There are three equipment grades - Active, Icon and In¬ 
vincible. Bluetooth, alloy wheels, front and rear electric win¬ 
dows, air conditioning, electric heated door mirrors, seven 
airbags, privacy glass, fog lamps, and tyre pressure warning 
are among features provided as standard on all grades 

The Icon specification includes a powered tailgate (now 
top-hinged for easier loading), cruise control, a folding 
function on the powered door mirrors, rain-sensing wipers, 
dusk-sensing headlamps, an auto-dimming rear-view mirror, 
part-leather instrument panel trim and dual-zone automatic 
air conditioning as well as stop/start. The Toyota Touch 2 
multimedia touchscreen system also features with a DAB 
digital tuner and rear-view camera. 

At the top of the range the Invincible grade adds more 
premium equipment features such as roof rails, leather up¬ 
holstery, and front and rear parking sensors. 

A new RAV4 will go on sale in December, with a RAV4 Hy¬ 
brid AWD model arriving in the UK and Europe early in 2016. 
UK specifications and further details will be announced 
nearer on the on-sale date. So now might be the time to get 
yourself a bargain in the current guise. 

Prices start at £22,014.79 for the entry level Active 5-door 
2WD Diesel 2.0 D-4 and rise to £30,160 for the range-top- 
ping Invincible 5-door AWD Diesel 2.2 D-CAT. 
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Hottest of 
hot hatches 
packing a 
big punch

YOU know the answer before you ask, but 
can’t help yourself; when will the horsepower 
race end? 

The answer, of course, is never. Or at least not until 
someone passes a law with a limit in mind. 

Until then we’ll continue to see cars like the latest Audi RS 
3 Sportback, which within its compact and practical shape 
packs a 2.5 litre, 362bhp punch that will take the car to an 
astonishing 174mph, if you ask for the artificial speed limit 
to be switched off. 

That costs £2,495 as part of an upgrade package. With 
the restrictor in place you will have to make do with a mere 
155mph, which ought to be enough for anyone, and only 
reachable (lawfully and moderately safely, anyway) on a 
derestricted German motorway at the crack of a summer’s 
dawn. 

More useful in everyday performance terms is the time 
this well equipped tarmac terroriser takes to hit 62mph - the 
yardstick by which every car is measured, from shopping 
hatch to ground-pawing Lamborghini. 

Well, this Audi takes 4.3 seconds. You couldn’t pour a 
cup of coffee in that time, let alone look round to see if the 
Lambo is keeping up. This is a mind bendingly fast car, with 
the most powerful five-cylinder production engine in Audi 
RS history (and that layout has a lot of powerful history to 
call on). 

This second generation A3 RS is, says its maker, the most 
powerful compact hatchback you can buy. It also costs 
more than a couple of other speedy Germans, in the shape 
of the VW Golf R (£32,890 in auto form) and the auto-only 
Mercedes-Benz A45 AMG (£38,195). 

But crucially in the power race, both are less powerful

Heritage 
card is 
a big hit

Motorcycles, as a breed, are much more sub¬ 
ject to personal preferences than cars and 
like many riders I’d ideally like a stable of 
various types in the garage, to bring out de¬ 
pending on my mood that day. 

One of them would no doubt be a Triumph Bonnev¬ 
ille, the modern incarnation of a legendary machine 
harking back to the days when British bikes ruled the 
world. 

The latest Bonnie to roll out of the Triumph works at 
Hinckley in Leicestershire, looks, sounds and feels true to 
its illustrious ancestors. It’s been updated and improved in 
many ways since the legendary name was revived in 2001 
but its retro styling, a homage to the 1959 original, remains 
instantly recognisable. 

Growing up in the 1960s the Bonnie was a young boy’s 
dream, and continued as an object of desire long after most 
of Britain’s motorcycle industry had been devastated by a 
wave of Japanese imports. 

Since its revival 14 years ago by the ‘new’ Triumph Mo¬ 
torcycle Company it has survived in a market where models 
are frequently launched and replaced in little more than a 
year. 

It still makes a significant contribution to the 50,000-plus 
machines a year leaving the factory gates, with the flagship 
T100, Thruxton cafe racer and scrambler variants adding to 
the standard machine’s appeal. 

Longevity 

Doubtless the nostalgia factor among bikers of a certain 
age is a major contributory factor to the Bonneville’s longev¬ 
ity but there’s a lot more to it than that. Don’t be fooled by 
that retro-styling: this is a thoroughly modern bike with com¬ 
puter-controlled fuel injection and disc brakes front and rear. 

It’s competitively priced (from £6,999) and relatively light 
and easy to handle, with adequate power for the experi¬ 
enced rider to have fun but not so much as to scare those 
with fewer miles under their belts. It makes an ideal ‘first big 
bike’. 

It also has a low 740mm seat height and a ‘one size fits all’ 
configuration which allows even those a bit shorter in the leg 
to feel secure and comfortable. 

The engine is perhaps the perfect example of Triumph’s 
‘old meets new’ Bonneville design philosophy. 

It’s a traditional air-cooled twin (as opposed to the triple 
powering Triumph’s latest adventure and sports models) 
and appears to have old-fashioned carburettors but in fact 
this is a specially forged housing for the throttle bodies and 
fuel injection system. 

Similarly it appears to have a pushrod tube at the front 
of the engine, even though it actually has double overhead 
cams. 

The 865cc unit has 68PS of power and 68Nm of torque, 
much of it at lower revs so that power delivery is smooth 
and predictable across the range. It gives the Bonnie an 
easy-going, almost lazy nature akin to a cruiser, but with the 
ability to pick up its heels and go when circumstances dic¬ 
tate. 


Classic 

The bike gives the impression of being happy to run 
all day at motorway speeds, although even if it was legal 
you wouldn’t want to go much faster since as the speed 
mounts so does the wind pressure on the rider. You could 
fit a screen, I suppose, but personally there’s plenty of per¬ 
formance for British roads and I wouldn’t want to spoil those 
classic good looks. 

That has to be a big part of the Bonnie’s appeal, along 
with features such as the peashooter exhaust, two chromed 
shocks at the rear, forged aluminium wheels and the shiny 
headlight housing. 

The long, flat double seat fitted as standard means taller 
riders can easily shuffle about to find their most comfortable 
position, but the test bike came with the optional solo seat: 
large, beautifully shaped and comfortable enough to rival 
most big cruisers. 

The Bonnie is no heavyweight at 225kgs (wet), and most 
of that is lower down than many rivals which contributes to 
its inherent stability. 

The low height, wide, straight-ish bars, well-damped 
steering and smooth throttle operation add to the Bon¬ 
nie’s natural balance and make it confidence-inspiring for 
for slow-speed riding in traffic. On the open road, handling 
through the twisty bits is neutral and assured. 

There’s a single 310mm disc at the front and a 255mm 
disc at the rear, providing plenty of braking power with sen¬ 
sitivity and ‘feel’ for the rider. 

If Triumph wants to play the heritage card it’s hard to think 
how they could have created a better modern interpretation 
of a true British classic. 


































Berahino

ALBION skipper Darren Fletch¬ 
er thinks the disappointment of 
missing the European Under-21 
Championships has made Saido 
Berahino even more hungry for 
success. 

The captain has been impressed 
by the 21-year-old striker’s atti¬ 
tude and is tipping him to make a 
flying start to the season.

Delight for 
Myhill over 
new contract 

GOALKEEPER Boaz Myhill is delighted 
at securing his Albion future after sign¬ 
ing a new two-year deal. 

The 32-year-old has been rewarded by 
boss Tony Pulis after impressing dur¬ 
ing the final two months of last season, 
when regular No.l Ben Foster was out 
injured. 

Albion initially activated a year’s op¬ 
tion on the dependable shot-stopper’s 
previous deal, which had been due to 
expire in the summer, before entering 
talks over a longer contract. 

A free transfer signing from Hull in 
2010, Myhill is the club’s fourth long¬ 
est-serving player behind after Chris 
Brunt, James Morrison and Jonas Ols- 
son. 

Though much of that time has been 
spent as a back-up, the Wales inter¬ 
national is a respected member of the 
dressing room and with Foster ruled 
out until October, will start the season 
as No.l. 

“It’s great to get my future sorted 
out,” said Myhill, whose deal will run 
until summer 2017. “It’s never easy 
being a goalkeeper when you’re not in 
the team but the Premier League is the 
place you want to be in. 

“I enjoyed the final few months of the 
season and tried to do my best during 
that period. 

“Pre-season has been tough but now 
we are beginning to focus on making 
sure we are ready for that opening game 
of the season.” 

Some of Albion’s promising young¬ 
sters, including Tyler Roberts and 
Jonathan Leko, have meanwhile been 
included in a 19-man under-21 squad 
which has gone out to the prestig¬ 
ious Tournoi European tournament in 
France.
